Angora Goats. 


The following letter to Messrs Lan- 
tlruin & Rodgers, of Watsonville, the 
celebrated Angora goat dealers and 
inporters, will he read with interest: 
C o n s t a n t i n o p l e , N o v. 17,1872. 
Messrs. Landrum & Rodgers, W at­ 
sonville, Cal. 
Dear Sirs: Your favor 
of the 8th ultimo only reached me on 
the 8th lust., and I have much pleas­ 
ure in supplying you with all the in­ 
formation in my power respecting 
Mohair and Angora goats. 
There are several varieties, viz.: An­ 
gora,which Includes Reybaznar Agash, 
Godeh, Changuia, Kleastamboal Ze- 
herkes, Kskischeir, Hiroriahissar, all 
being in the circle that produces the 
best white Mohair, and the best of 
these are the Baybazaar Agash and 
Angora. 
Kanish produces another 
variety of Mohair bearing goat, red, 
black,' yellow and inferior white, and 
worth about one-third the price of the 
above-named Angora varieties. Yaw 
produces a Mohair bearing goat, but 
it is also black, red, and white, coarse 
and inferior, and worth only a little 
more than one-third price of the best 
Angora varieties. The breeders, in all 
eases, are Turkish farmers, and only 
Intelligent enough to know that the 
finer. longer and brighter the wool, 
the nigher the price they can obtain 
for it — they know nothing about 
breeding to points, fine strains, etc. 
The farmers often- cross from the 
common and Konish goats for the 
purpose of introducing fresh blood, and 
so preventing deterioration and to in­ 
crease their fioeks. 
Colored under-coating indicates a 
cross from the common or Konish goat 
more or less pure. 
The amount of Angora Mohair, so 
called, 
annually produced in Asia 
Minor, is about 30,000 bags of 1J ewt. 
each, twenty per cent, of which is in­ 
ferior and worth much less than aver­ 
age. 
Vaw produces 0,000 bags ot 1} ewt. 
ench. 
Konish produces 2,000 bags rf 11 
ewt. each. 
The value in England to-day for av­ 
erage is 04 cts. (a) (¡6 cts., but in good 
times it is often worth 72 cts. (S', 84 cts. 
Goats of the best sort could he had 
to-day very cheap, owing to the fail­ 
ure of pasture last summer ; males, 
say at $15 to $20 per head, ami females 
at*$7 50 to $10 per head. 
Most probably there will be many 
deaths this winter, owing to the ani­ 
mals being in no condition to resist 
severe weather, and if it should be the 
ease, by next spring good animals 
will both be scarce and very much 
dearer, probably $25 to $30 for males, 
and $12 50 to $15 for females. 
Those sent to the Cape were mostly 
fine animals, and are doing very well 
there ; last year some 5,000 hales of 
mohair were shipped thence to the 
English markets. It would be easy to 
find Angora goats at less money than 
even the lowest quotation I have 
given, but they would not be the host, 
and nothing else, in my opinion, 
should be shipped titan the very best, 


where Hie first cost is perhaps the 
smallest part of the expense in such 
ventures. 
.1. C. Steward & Co., of Liverpool, 
sent 100 to tiie Cape four years ago, 
which were bought by my agents and 
were confessedly the finest goats ever 
seen in Natal, where tliev realized 
verv high prices, one buck retching as 
liign as $500 at public auction. Inm,

P. S.—The weight "clipped ofF best 
mails is ten to twelve pounds; best 
females is from three to five pounds.

Extension of Fruit Culture. 


There lias been quite an awakening 
within the last three years, says the 
Pacific Rural Pretw, ill regard to the 
culture of fine fruits, and particularly 
the more semi-tropical ones. We hear 
of one or more persons in almost every 
locality in California, where it is be­ 
lieved that these fruits can be culti­ 
vated successfully, who have already 
{ 
duuted or are intending to plant, 
lundreds of orange, lemon and lime 
trees. Another is going extensively 
into almond culture or English wal­ 
nuts; anotiie figs, solely with a view of 
packing them for the world’s market, 
and yet another proposes to start a 
grand plantation of bananas in the 
vicinity of San Diego. 
Now it is a question with some 
whether we are not altogether over­ 
doing the tiling, whether we are not 
extending our fruit culture faster than 
the demand will warrant. We do not 
believe that California has it in her 
power to go so far beyond any other 
country of earth as to become a pro­ 
ducer beyond the world’s wants. Fine 
fruits are higher in all the markets of 
Europe to-day than they were twenty 
years ago. The same is true of all 
tine fruits possible to be raised in any 
part of the Atlantic States; and yet 
their culture is every year extending. 
Californians should bear in mind 
that for all semi-tropical fruits, who 
have a great northern, northeastern 
and eastern country to supply; that all 
that vast area is toó elevated, too cold 
to he productive of a single one of the 
fruits we have named as semi-tropical 
and must rely entirely upon California 
for its supply. 
Directly inland and 
castwardly we can go with our fruits 
to the city of St. Ixiuis, and undersell 
them in the very items of oranges, 
lemons, limes, tigs, almonds and wal­ 
nuts, 
notwithstanding their direct 
communication bytlie Mississippi river 
with tile Gulf States, Lousiaua ami 
Texas. 
Hence we argue that the field is 
wide for the dissemination of the fruits 
likely to he produced in California for 
a century to come, or else our land 
will differ from all other lands in its 
powers of fruit production. We be­ 
lieve our nurserymen are acting wise­ 
ly in keeping good their stocks of 
choice trees of the best varieties; and 
Californians owning lands susceptible 
of fruit production should lose no time 
—and now is just the tim e—in making 
their selections of trees for planting, g 


A writer in Jfarper'a Magazine says: 
“Oregon, if one may judge by the fos­ 
sil remains in Condon’s collection, 
seems once to have been inhabited by 
ti great number and variety of pre- 
Adamite beasts; but the most singulai 
object he lias to show is a very strik­ 
ing upe’s head, carved with great spirit 
and vigor out of hard lava. This ob­ 
ject was found upon the shore of the 
Columbia Islands, after u flood which 
had washed away a piece of old alluvial 
bank. The rock of which it is com­ 
posed is quite hard. The carving is, 
as I said, done with remarkable vigor, 
and the top of the head is hollowed 
out, precisely as the Indians still make 
shallow depressions in fragments of 
slate, in which to burn w hat answers 
in their religious ceremonies for in­ 
cense. 
But, 
supposing this relic 
to belong to Oregon — and there is, I 
was told, no other reason to believe 
otherwise—whero did the Indian who 
carved it get the idea of an ape ? The 
Indians of this region, poor creatures 
that they are, have still tha habit of 
carving rude figures out of slate and 
other soft rocks. They have also tho 
habit of cutting out shallow, dish-like 
depressions in the heads of such 
figures, wherein to burn incense. But 
they could not give Condon any uc- 
count of tiie ape's head they brought 
him, nor did they recognize its fea­ 
tures as resembling any object or 
creature familiar to them even by 
tradition.”

The C lim a te o f L o s A n ge le s. 
Not king short oi'a year or two’s resi­ 
dence will enable a person from the 
East to fully realize the incomparable 
superiority of our climate. It is sim­ 
ply Impossible for one who has always 
been accustomed to snow, and sleet, 
and intense cold in winter, 1o appre­ 
ciate a condition of things where flow­ 
ers are blooming, grass growing, fruits 
ripening, and nature luxuriating in 
the richest growth of all the year, at a 
time when in othercountries the earth 
is locked in the icy embrace of a north­ 
ern winter. And even if one is able to 
picture in the mind a faint idea of our 
winter paradise, the thoughts of ver­ 
dant fields in winter arc so insepara­ 
bly connected with a tropical elimato 
and long months of intense heat, that 
it is hard to convince people that we 
are not parched by the torrid rays ol a 
tropical sun. We have often heard 
people in the East say, “Oh, I should 
like the winter very much, but I never 
could stand your long, hot summer, 
with its ever-present pests of flics and 
other insects.” $We hasten to assure 
our doubting friends that while wc 
eqjoy immunity from the ice and snow 
of the frozen North, we are exempt 
from the intense heat that withers all 
the rest of the world. 
During the summer months, in the 
middle of the day, the thermometer 
rarely ranges above 85 degrees, and 
there is all the time a fresh and invig­ 
orating breeze in motion. On our hot­ 
test days, it is cool and pleasant in 
the shade, and the most laborious pur­ 
suits are followed in the sun, without 
inconvenience, or 1’ear of sun-stroke. 
The nights are always cool. As soon 
as the sun descends, the temperature 
is reduced, and the wearied laborer, 
as well as the debilitated invalid, can 
enjoy sound refreshing slumber. 
The Themometer is rarely a sale 
guide in judging of the climate. It 
may register a hundred «logrees aiiti 
yet other conditions will make tin* 
heat scarcely noticeable. Forty’ «lo­ 
grees on a clear, dry sun-sliiny day is 
more pleasant, than a foggy, moist 
day with the mercury at sixty or 
seventy. Our immunity from fogs 
and chilling winds, in winter, and the 
constant circulation of fresh, invigor­ 
ating breezes in summer, all tend to 
keep the temperature at about the 
point that is most healthful and 
agreeable. 
The days and nights of continuous, 
sweltering, debilitating heat the dwel­ 
lers of the Mississippi Valley from 
New Orleans to St. Paul always suffer 
in the summer months, is unknown 
here, while the «legree of cold that the 
writer hereof has experienced in 
Vicksburg, and even at New Orleans, 
would surprise our citizens out of their 
wits. We are close enough to the sea 


10 get Its invigorating breath, and far 
enough away to avoid its fogs and 
chilling winds. 
Hero, in Southern California, must 
be the region, where those who have 
lost their health and energy in the 
trying climate of the East, must come 
to recuperate. If they are'billious and 
sallow from the pestilential miasma of 
the Mississippi Valley, but still retain 
strength of lungs and a strong consti­ 
tution, they will settle near the seu- 
eoast, where old Ocean’s vigorous 
breezes will sweep the seeds of all 
malarious disease from their systems. 
If they are threatened with consump­ 
tion in any of its varied torms, they 
will go further back, where a warmer 
sun and a pure dry atmosphere 4lll 
bring healing on their wings to the 
shattered constitution; and lastly, if 
caVing not to wait until the destroyer 
in some form luis fastened its fangs 
upon the system, the denizen of more 
rigorous climates, w’ishes to find a 
home, where the extremes of winter’s 
cold and summer's heat never come, 
whíre he can at nil times of the year, 
surround himself with the fairest nn«l 
most fragrant flowers, where he can 
reap a rich harvest of golden fruits, 
and where he can pass his days in the 
perpetual delight of a round of seasons 
that leave nothing to ask for, but, 
showers with an unsparing hand, all 
the glories of the year on every day 
alike, he will never stop till lie has 
located himself not very fur from bos 
A ngeles.

subscriptions, and were happy. The 
roads lulled hi pay their Intcrtad; the 
piMtph' arc tuxed heavily to meet th<> 
interest on bonds given to the cormor­ 
ant speculators, and very naturally an 
era has come around in which the 
bond of a railroad company might as 
well be shoved in the stove as offered 
for sale in Now York or London. 
And that is why no new bonds arc 
being offered. 


Eastern papers note the scarcity of 
new railway bonds in the murket, and 
call attentlou to the fact that while in 
1871 and 1872 Eastern cities were flood­ 
ed with the securities issued by new 
companies, now none are met with, 
and only a few of the old roads are 
putting small loans on t he market. 
'This Is easily accounted for. The 
years mentioned saw the flood tide of 
the mania for granting municipal ai«l 
lo railroad projects. The lavish issue 
of county, township and city bonds, 
induced the formation by irresponsi­ 
ble «peculators, of countless compan­ 
ies for the building of new lines. The 
mouey to build them was obtained by 
(be «ale of the securities of the com­ 
panies. The rage for speculation was 
so great that there was no difficulty 
lu getting money; the speculators 
Uilll their road, pocketed the local 


The Timber of the Pacific Coast. 
It is well known to those who have 
taken any pains to obtain correct in­ 
formation upon the subject, that the 
Pacific coast, including both North 
and South America, was originally 
much less evenly timbered than tin* 
Atlantic coast of the same countries. 
That south of the Gulf of California 
there is comparatively no timber of 
any account immediately on the coast. 
That the timber on the coast <»f this 
State does not grow to any size south 
of Santa Cruz county, but increases as 
you go north. So also in the Sierra 
Nevada mountains south ol'V.I Dorado 
county, the timber belt is very much 
broken and the quantity of good tim­ 
ber is comparatively light. As you go 
north from El Dorado, the timber be­ 
comes more even ami «louse. And 
from LosAugeleato the head of the 
Sacramento valley, tire whole interior 
of tlie State is almost one vast treeless 
plain. The rivers arc, or were, bor­ 
dered with a narrow strip of low grow­ 
ing scrub OHk, willow and ash, of but 
little value except for firewood. They 
liav«;bccn ef no value for timber pur­ 
poses. The northern portion of Cali­ 
fornia, Oregon and Washington Terri­ 
tory are what may be termed good 
timber countries. But the timber of 
these countries is confined to a few 
varieties; mostly pine, redwood, cedar 
and fir. No hanl wood timber of any 
account is found. The Atlantic slope, 
on the contrary, including both North 
amí S«>uth America, and extending 
from the coast to the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, nearly the center of tlio conti­ 
nent, was one vast forest of heavy 
timber, including nearly all the use­ 
ful varieties «>!' soft and hard wood 
known in the world. 
We think it <|iiite within bounds to 
say that from the c«|uator north as far 
as the United States’ jtossessions ex­ 
tend, the Atlantic slope originally con­ 
tained ten times as much timber as the 
Pacific slope extending It* the same 
summit. Although the settlement of 
the Atlantic slope commenced about 
100 years ago, the consumption of tim­ 
ber,* except for firewood, «lid not com­ 
mence to any extent until after the 
revolution, about one century since. 
A committee of intelligent gentlemen 
have lately been looking into the tim­ 
ber business of the Atlantic slope of 
the United ¡States, and have come to 
the conclusion that with the rate of 
consumption necessary to supply the 
wants of the country, the great forests 
of t he West will be consumed within 
the perio«l of five years. That whole 
slope will then have used up her ori­ 
ginal supply of timber, and will be 
compelled to fall back on the timber 
of second growth, and this will go 
down almost like prairie grass before 
a devouring fire. In view of these 
facts of history, and in view of the 
comparatively' limited extent of the 
timber on the Pacific coast, and the 
much more rapid consumption here 
than there, in proportion to popula­ 
tion, it becomes an interesting and 
very important question how long our 
timber on the Pacific coast will hold 
<iut. The State Board of Agriculture, 
in 1871, investigated this subject pretty 
thoroughly as to the timber in this 
State, lii their report for that year 
they state their conclusions in the fol­ 
lowing language: 
“It is now but about twenty-two 
years since the consumption of timber 
and lumber commencee in California, 
and according to a careful estimate of 
those best acquainted with the sub­ 
ject, at least one-third of all accessible 
timber of value growing in the State 
is already consumed or destroyed. We 
have but just commenced the great 
work of internal improvement, such 
as the building of railroads, bridges, 
warehouses, wharves, fuctories, bulk­ 
heads, timbering mines, etc., and in 
the twenty-two years to come we shall 
require for such purposes ten times as 
much timber as we have used in that 
period of the past.” To show that 
sagacious business meu, both on tho 
Atlantic and Pacific slopes, are acting 
upon the views above set forth, as to 
the rapid consumption and consequent 
value of timber, we have only to state 
that accessible timbered land is great­ 
ly sought for, and is rapidly rising in 
value, that this kind of land has more 
than doubled in value in, the Missis­ 
sippi States in the past two years, and 
is rapidly approaching in value on this 
conut.—[Sac. Record.

Proposed Amendments to the Postal Laws. 
The bill reported by Representative 
Tyner, in tlie House, amendatory of 
the postul laws provides that no news­ 
papers anti other periodicals not ex­ 
ceeding four ozs. in weight, sent from 
a known office of publication to regu­ 
lar and bona Jlde subscribers, postage 
shall he charged at the following 
rates per quarter pound, namely : On 
publieatious issued less frequently 
than once a week, two cents ; issued 
once a week, three cents ; issued twice 
a week, six cents ; three times a week, 
nine cents! six times a week, eight­ 
een cents, and daily, twenty-one 
ceuts. And an additional rate shall be 
charged for each additional four 
ounces weight, provided that one copy 
of weekly newspapers may be sent to 
each subscriber thereof in the county 
where they are printed and published 
free of postage, and publishers of 
newspapers and periodicals may mu­ 
tually cxchaugc their publications, 
not exceeding one copy in each ex­ 
change, free of postage. All miscella­ 
neous matter of the third class, in­ 
cluding books, fiexible patterns, 
samples of ores, metal*, miner­ 
als and merchandise, sample cards, 
{ 
diotographie paper, letter enve- 
opes, postal envelopes and wrappers, 
cards printed or unprinted, and on all 
matter not chargeable with letter 
rates, or by the law excluded from the 
mails, the postage shall be one cent 
for eacli two ouncrs or fractional part 
of two ounscs, and that the maximum 
weight of all such packages shall not 
exceed four ounces.

The hunches of grapes 
must be cut oil" at Clio 'right time, 
spread out to dry, carefully watched, 
turned over, assorted, packed, 
and 
linally nut up in the most attractive 
way. 
But, after all, there is not more 
attention to details than is required 
in the conduct of a successful dairy. 
California would-bo to-day some mil* 
lions better off if it supplied the raisin 
market of the United States. There 
cannot be much of a speculation a bon 
the business. Only so many granes 
van be produced on an acre, ana if 
they are of the best sorts, the amount 
of raisinB which can be made will be 
known in advance. 
It Ik ttoubtful if 
up to this tim e the rlttfe-growers of 
this Mate have realized their expec­ 
tations of profit from their vineyards, 
(trapes have brought 
low 
prices. 
Wine cannot be made profitably ex­ 
cept by experts. Many vineyards are 
remote from market. But if there he 
added this new resource it will make 
little difference as to the remoteness of 
the vineyard. The whole country be­ 
comes a market. The fruit-growers 
have already found a way out of their 
difficulties by a better process of dry­ 
ing fruit. The grape-growers will yet 
find an important outlet hr-the same 
direction.—[Bulletin.
